Born at Metcalfe, 20 miles south 
of Ottawa, Feb. 14, 1875, he came to 
Manitoba in 1898, and for one year

tered the life insurance business, a 
profession he followed to the time 
of his death. 

He took an active part in politics 
here and was prominent in Con- 
servative circles. He was unsuc- 
cessful in the Dominion election of 
1940 as Conservative candidate in 
Edmonton East rigling. He also con- 
tested provincial elections on the

LONDON, Oct. 21.—Brit- 
ish and Canadian planes bat- 

tled through violent electrical 
storms which swathed them 
in sheets of blue flame last 
night to drop more than 1,000 
tons of bombs on Leipzig and 
Stab at Berlin for the third 
time in a week. 

The R.A.F. and R.C.A.F, braved 
the worst flying weather in a 
long time to batter Leipzig, air- 
cratt production and transport 
centre, The storms closed in on 
the bombers when they left the 
British coast and tossed them 
about throughout the 600-mile 
flight. 

The weather also upset the Ger- 
man defences. The clouds blocked 
the searchlight beams and blotted 
out the flares used to guide the 
German fighters, 

Seventeen bombers were lost 
in the two raids and in subsidi- 
ary attacks on unidentified ob- 
jectives elsewhere in Germany, 
the air ministry announced. 
Striking less than 12 hours after 
American bombers pounded a non- 
ferrous metal plant in western 
Germany yesterday, the R.A.F.’s 
four-engined Stirlings, Halifaxes 
and Lancasters stabbed into ‘the 
heart of Germany to drop their 
four- and two-ton block busters on 
Leipzig, a city of 702,000 about 90 
miles south of Berlin, 


SCORES OF FIRES 

Returnnig pilots said their bombs 
kindled scores of fires that merged 
into vast, spreading conflagrations 
in the sprawling c:ty, whose peri- 
meter includes the largest rallway 
station in Europe, 11 aircraft plants,

Demand Refunding Now 


Mr. John Hodgson, City Commissioner, 
told members of the City Council's Finance 
Committee that there was a definite pos- 
sibility that Edmonton's $23,000,000 of 
bonded. indebtedness may be refunded, 
following the war. 

This statement means nothing at all. 
For years, Edmonton has been paying 
more than 5 per cent interest on its bonds. 
The Fortin plan was simply a debt exten- 
sion scheme, put over Edmonton and Cal- 
gary by a very clever lobby. All other 
cities. where the scheme was attempted, 
rejected it as being too costly for tempor- 
ary relief. 

Edmonton has always received shabby 
treatment from the Bond Dealers’ Associa- 
tion and the C.C.F. aldermanic candidates 
are to be congratulated on their stand that 
the refunding, at lower rates of interest, 
should be done now. 

The ratepayers of the City of Edmon- 
ton have been paying hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars every year in excess inter- 
est charges. 

The City Council might as well make 
up its mind they are not going to get any 
consideration from the Bond Dealers’ As- 
sociation, unless they put up a strong and 
determined fight. If the Bond Dealers As- 
sociation will not agree to a reasonable 
rate, the question should be laid before 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King at Ottawa, 
as to whether “currency and credit in 
terms of public need” is available or 
whether the Bond Dealers’ Association in

No Time to Slacken 


Hitler and his generals are running 
their own war, and there may be little 
profit for their opponents in counting up 
the mistakes they appear to be making or 
dwelling on reverses they are meeting. 
There could be danger in doing these 
things, for that could create over-confi- 
dence in Allied countries 

But, without indulging in undue op- 
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timism, one general fact is obvious, and it 
should stimulate the Allied peoples to all- 
out exertion. Both Germany and Japan are 
on the defensive, and they do not seem to 
be making any better job of it than they 
were months ago. ~ 

In the South Pacific the Japanese con- 
tinue to lose ground, and to lose their all- 
important air-power even faster. 

On the eastern front the Russians have 
definitely broken the Dnieper “blood line” 
which the Fuehrer ceremoniously pro- 
claimed a few weeks ago, and are in pros- 
pect of liquidating the enemy forces all the 
way from the Crimea to the Pripet 
Marshes. 

In Italy the Nazis are being pushed 
methodically northward and have lost the 
bases which the Allied air forces needed to 
put both Germany and the satellite states 
under a cross-fire of day and night bomb- 
ing. 

Practically every day and every night 
another Nazi war factory, or more than 
one, is blown to pieces, and the luftwaffe is 
losing, not gaining, defensive power. 

And always there hangs over the thou- 
sand miles of enemy vital western coastal 
front the threat of an invasion more power- 
ful than that which has breached the 
southern front. 

All these things do not add up to the 
conclusion that the war is just about over, 
or in its final phase in either theatre. Far 
from it. There is bitter fighting, and pro- 
longed fighting, ahead in both areas. But 
the tide is now definitely with us, not with 
the enemy. The Axis powers are now suf- 
fering from the disability which the United 
Nations suffered in the early years of the 
war; they cannot be strong everywhere. 

That should inspire action—not dream- 
ing. We can win, but we can only win, and 
win as quickly and cheaply as we should, 
by keeping the supplies of all kinds rolling 
and the ranks filled. Only so can we 
“Speed the Victory”.

Polish patriots, Josef Klon- 
owski, a frail Polish Jew who 


arrived from Warsaw after 
five. months on an_ under- 
ground trail, said today. 

He was the first Jew to escape 
from the Warsaw ghetto and 
reach London. His wife and 
five-year-old daughter stil! are 
somewhere in Poland. 

Klonowski is a leader of the 
Polish underground movement, and 
posters, offering a price for his 
head, are displayed throughout the 
country. While leading the resist- 
ance group, he personally pur- 
chased guns from German soldiers 
to equip his Polish patriots 


UNIFORMS HELPED 

“We had to have guns,” he said, 
“and German soldiers were willing 
to sell arms if they got enough 
money. We paid $40 for a pistol, 
$80 for a rifle, and $20 for a Nazi 
uniform. The uniforms were help- 
ful as you can imagine.” 

Klonowski’s work came to the 
attention of the Polish govern- 
ment a year ago. On one particu- 
lar phase, which must remain 
secret, he is an acknowledged ex- 
pert. The government in exile 
believed he would be invaluable 
in London, so word went out 
through underground channels to 
have Klionowski come to London, 

(His name is actually not Klo- 
nowski. His real name is known 
to the Nazis as that of a deceased 
person, and must remain so until 
after the war.) 


ESCAPED LAST YEAR 

When the Jews started resisting 
the Germans in mid-1942, he escap- 
ed from the Warsaw ghetto and 
joined the outlaw Polish patriots 
Their life was that of the hunted 
animals, he said 

“Being a Jew makes it hard to 
find refuge outside of the ghetto,’ 
he explained. “A person who es- 
capes from the ghetto is like a con- 
tagious disease affecting all with 
whom they come in contact.’ }

Nazis in Italy | 
Said Preparing —
